The N. R. A. finally died by a 


decision of the Supreme court in a 
cause which Hugh Johnson, the di 
rector of the administration, called 
the 'sick-chicken case" arising ou' 
of a tiny controversy in New York. 
In after yeares I had several ar- 
gume.nls with Hugh over N. R. A 
I said it was pure fascism. Ha said 
I was nuts. He was a powerful ex- 
horter with the 
superficial 
West 
Point education, overlaid with 
a 


law course and a little trial experi- 
ence. He was not really a general 
at all. His top permanent rank was 
major. After he broke with Roose- 
velt on the coming of the Scconc 
World War, he snapped out of his 
voodoo and got down to sensible 
discussion. But on the subject ol 
N. R. A. he was teched. Hexed. 
He bully-ragged and threatened re- 
spectable, 
law-abiding 
American 


citizens like a Nazi storm-trooper, 
and our press did nothing to defend 
them. Some of them undoubtedly 
were much better men than wugh 
for he was a terrible drinker, ihf- 
fish, ribald and foul-mouthed, 
al- 


though he was capable of lendei 
and sentimental moments, too, as 
most dictators are. 


Some people wince and object to 


truthful descriptions of men 
and 
women who had historic and fate- 
ful influence upon our country now 
that they are gone. But I say you 
fake history and defraud posterity 
if, out of delicacy, meaning timid- 
ity when you come right down to 
it, you gloss over their key cha- 
racteristics just because they were 
bad.
